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When Doctors Disagree—A Common Sense 
Discussion of Advanced Registry Problems 


By Prof. WM. M. REGAN, University of Califomia 


Editor’s Note:—No subject is claiming more study and 
attention right now from breeders of purebred dairy cattle 
than that of rules and classifications for Advanced Registry. 
Many of the suggestions that have been offered have been 
based on a misunderstanding of fundamental factors in the 
situation and a lack of knowledge of the rights and privileges 
which breeders now have under the existing rules. Prof. 
Regan, as a member of the American Dairy Science Association, 
has had much to do with formulating the 


rules that will speed up the work of supervision and thus 
indirectly cheapen the work. Among the suggested 
changes are: the elimination of the preliminary milking, 
substituting a one-day semi-official test for the present 
two-day test, allowing cow testers to do semi-official work 
for members of their associations, permitting more than 

one cow to be milked at a time and 





present rulings as to the conduct of A. R. 
tests. The following discussion of the 
subject was prepared by him at our re- 
quest, and we feel that it is presented 
in a way that will help clarify the situa- 
tion. 


4as a sick cow with a new or 

3trange disease, instead of send- 
ing for a veterinarian, he calls all of 
the dairymen of his nationality in the 
community into consultation. This 
group of experts then proceeds to di- 
agnose and prescribe. They thump the 
poor cow in the ribs, pull out her 
tongue, look down her throat and in 
general, give her a thorough “going 
over.” Then they prescribe every- 
thing from splitting the tail and add- 
ing salt to filling her ear with mud. 
Ordinarily, a rather innocent sort of a 
diversion for all concerned except 
perhaps the cow herself. But one day 
it happened that the cow was sick, 
very sick. In fact she had a good old- 
fashioned case of foot and mouth dis- 
ease and in a few days instead of one 
infected herd in the community, there 
were ten or a dozen. All of which

goes to show that we can’t be too PROF. WM. 


careful when we make a diagnosis 
and prescribe a course of treatment. 

Our advanced registry system has been a little off feed 
for the last couple or three years. A lot of folks have 
nominated themselves as experts and have proceeded to 


diagnose and prescribe. Most of them have agreed that. 


all the symptoms point to a right bad case of “high 
costitis.” There has not been the same unanimity of 
opinion as to what is the proper remedy. 

Some have advocated a lowering of rates. Those in 
charge of the work have pointed out that this is not 
Possible without a corresponding lowering of the quality 
of the service. Others have prescribed changes in the 








increasing the maximum number of 
cows that a supervisor can test in two 
days. 

Certain of these experts have even 
decided after a thorough examination 
that the “old system” is not worth 
the medicine and surgeons fees that 
will be required to put it back on its 
feet. They argue that the humane 
thing to do is to put it out of its 
misery at once. It is their contention 
that the public has entirely lost con- 
fidence in the big records of cows in 
the advanced registry, that these rec- 
ords are made under forced conditions 
and are therefore misleading. They 
suggest the authentication of cow 
testing association work to replace 
the official testing. 

A doctor was once called to at- 
tend an old gentleman who was very 
sick. He made a thorough examina- 
tion, leaving some pills with the good 
wife. “What’s the matter with him, 
Doctor?” she queried anxiously. “I 
don’t know,” he replied. “How then,” 
she asked indignantly, “did you know 
what medicine to prescribe?” “Well,” 
he replied, “I don’t know what ails 
M. REGAN him, but I do know that those pills 

will throw him into fits and I can 
sure cure fits.” 

This is probably the theory upon which these so-called 
experts are prescribing. Some of the above remedies and 
especially the one of authenticating cow testing associa- 
tion records would sure bring on such a severe case of 
fits that if the patient did survive, it would never look the 
same. After all, maybe the patient is not really as sick 
as some would have us believe. Isn’t is probable that all 
it needs for complete recovery is a change in environ- 
ment? A little more sunshine in the purebred dairy cattle 
business will do wonders in reviving the Advanced Regis- 
try work. And just as sure as the sun rises and sets the 
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prices of breeding stock will increase, probably not to the 
high prices of a few years ago, but at least to a healthy 
normal. Any change in the methods of advanced reg- 
istry supervision made now to meet a temporary and 
passing condition would be sure to result in difficulties 
later on. Two proposed changes, it would seem, merit 
consideration. Théy are the substituting of the one-day 
test with a preliminary milking for the present two-day 
test and the adoption of an adequate herd test plan. 
During the half century that has elapsed singe Solomon 
Hoxie concretely conceived the system of advanced regis- 
try some of the best thought in the purebred dairy cattle 
industry has been directed towards improving and perfect- 
ing that idea and it does not seem reasonable that now 
suddenly it is all wrong. If everybody concerned had a 
thorough understanding of the rules governing advanced 
registry as they exist at present and each would avail 
himself of the rights and privileges that they accord and 
accept seriously the personal responsibility demanded by 
them, there would not be so much agitation for change. 
What is the maximum number of cows a supervisor is 
allowed to test at one time? Most breeders would answer, 
“Eight milked three times daily or 15 milked twice daily.” 
As a matter of fact, the number is not definitely fixed. 
Here is the rule. No supervisor is allowed to supervise 
more than 24 milkings per day, without special permis- 
sion from the State Superintendent of Official Testing 
unless all cows under test are milked twice daily, when 
a limit of 30 milkings is permissable. This means that any 
breeder who has provided conveniences so that the test- 
ing work can be efficiently done may be applying in ad- 
vance to the college be permitted to run more cows than 
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the number specified. Any breeder who has a ful] strin 
of cows on test, can, by taking advantage of this var 
materially reduce the cost of supervision. : 


Here are some of the rights not generally understood 
that are accorded to the breeders by the rules: to milk 
test cows by milking machine, to demand that the accyr. 
acy of the milk scales be tested by the supervisor to 
require that the supervisor inform him from time to time 
throughout the test as to how individual cows are run- 
ning, and that a duplicate copy of the original barn sheets 
be given him when the test is completed. It is also the 
breeder’s right to demand prompt and efficient Service 
from the supervisor, that he conduct himself in a gentle. 
manly manner at all times, that he leave his quarters ang 
testing equipment in a clean, neat and orderly condition 
and that any information gained by the supervisor shal) 
be kept strictly confidential by him and not carried as 
gossip to the next farm visited. 

By the very fact that the rules grant certain rights 
they also impose definite obligations. It is the right of 
every breeder to demand that the supervisor observe to 
the letter the rules governing official testing. It is like. 
wise the breeder’s duty to see that the rules are observed 
and to report the fact either to Mr. Gardner or to the 
College when they are not. 

If breeders will thoroughly acquaint themselves with 
the rules of official testing and each will avail himself of 
the rights granted and discharge the responsibilities jim. 
posed, the cost of testing will not only be materially re- 
duced, but there will be a more general satisfaction with 
the present system of advanced registry. 


Feeding For Certified Milk Production 


Methods Proven Successful at Rock River Farms 
By H. W. ALLYN, Supt. Rock River Farms 


differs fundamentally from feeding for ordinary mar- 

ket milk production. In the latter, economy of pro- 
duction is of primary importance. Constant care and 
watchfulnmess needs be exercised to keep the cost of the 
feed within a reasonable proportion to the income from the 
milk. In feeding for Certified Milk, on the other hand, true 
economy of production only results when maximum pro- 
duction is constantly maintained. We do not mean max- 
imum production to the injury of the cow’s health and re- 
productive capacity. Such feeding is never economy, 
either for Certified Milk or A. R. O. testing. 

The problem of the Certified producer therefore, is to 
create a set of conditions and feed such a ration as will 
maintain high production month after month the year 
round. His problem is not unlike the test cow feeder 
who is running cows on yearly test. In fact, we have 
found that A. R. S. O. testing and Certified Milk produc- 
tion go hand in hand. 

Before saying anything about rations, perhaps a few 
observations on the problem in general will be in order. 
Usually the Certified producer has to maintain an even 
flow of milk the 
year round. In- 
deed he is lucky 
if he does not 
have to produce 
a larger volume 
in summer than 
in winter. The 
planning and 
maintenance of a 
breeding schedule 
that will care for 
this constant pro- 
duction requires 
unusual attention 
to detail. Exper- 
ience has shown 
that it is best to 
breed twice as 
many cows for

Good producing cows are essential in successful production of certified milk. 


July, August and September freshening as you figure you 
will actually need. These are the most difficult months for 
which to have cows when bred to stick and even to get 
them to come in heat so they can be bred. Also on account 
of the heat and flies they are the months of the whole year 
when fresh cows do least well. A very good plan to help 
over this difficulty is to have an unusually large number of 
animals freshen in May and June. Calving then, cows 
usually carry through the hot weather quite well. 
Certified Milk barns can be kept quite comfortable 
with respect to flies if the windows are provided with a 
combination shutter and screen. Thus darkening the barn 
discourages flies that are attracted to the light outside. 
Since the regular dropping of calves is even more im- 
portant to the Certified producer, a word about our meth- 
ods in this respect may be useful. Regular calving every 
12 to 14 months maintains greater year after year produc- 
tion from each animal and greater emphasis is being laid 


on this point by all thoughtful breeders. (This article is 


from the standpoint of the breeder producing Certified 
Milk.) 

At the very foundation of this regular calving is breed- 
ing health. No 
better way to in- 
sure this in a 
herd has_ been 
discovered than 
that based on the 
regular appli- 
cation of blood 
tests for abortion. 
Follow the guide 
of the test by iso- 
lation, quarantine 
and where _ pos- 
sible, sale of re 
acting animals. 
Every herd should 
have an isolation 
stable to which 
al blood test re- 
actors should be 
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removed. All animals that may in any way endanger 
others in the herd should also be isolated. Once contag- 
jous abortion has been stamped out of any herd, breeding 
efficiency is present. The writer doubts whether abortion 
free herds can be maintained where animals are constantly 
peing purchased without elaborate and expensive quar- 
antine measures. Examination by a skilled veterinarian 
of every cow soon after calving to insure the detection of 
abnormal conditions early is of primary importance. We 
also follow each breed- 

ing with a pregnancy 
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the Co-op. open formula feed and is used to furnish variety. 
We found that we could get variety cheaper in this way 
than by purchasing the lesser ingredients separately. It 
contains the following to make 24% protein: 





examination by the 
end of two months. 
This discovers that 
certain proportion of 
cows bred do not con- 
ceive and yet do not 
return in heat. 
Prompt treatment of 
these cases results in 
a much higher pro- 
portion of cures. The 
maintenance of an 
abortion free herd will 
eliminate most of 
these shy breeding 
troubles and should be 
the goal of every 
herd owner. We seem 
to be definitely in 
sight of that goal at 
Rock River, and it 
has amazed us how 
much the breeding ef- 
ficiency has increased, 
calf sickness dropped 
almost out of exist- 
ence and milk produc- 
tion increased.

of our leading produ- 
cers swear by four- 
time milking for the 
whole herd. We do not believe that this is as economical 
as a combination of four, three and twotime milking or 
a straight three-time milking. For Holsteins true econ- 
omy of production for Certified or similar higher-priced 
milk demands more than twice a day milking. For a 
herd of 80 to 90 milking, a division of 18 four times, 40 
three times and the balance twice daily comes very near 
being the best arrangement. Fresh cows then are milked 
four times for a while, then dropped to three times and 
finally dried off on twice a day milking. A practical varia- 
tion would be four times on 40 head and twice daily on 
the balance or straight three time milking. It is only 
fair to say that we have found it more difficult to keep 
milkers on three time than either four or two. Where 
cows and stables are kept in tip-top shape, six cows four 
times and ten cows three times seems to be about a fair 
day’s work for a man. 

Now as to rations: We feed as good corn silage as 
we can make using a variety (Leaming and Minnesota 13) 
usually grown for grain and our own outfit so as to put 
it up whenever the corn is right. Alfalfa hay needs no 
word from any man except that few of us have yet found 
how large a quantity of good alfalfa a cow will eat prof- 
itably. For a grain ration we have used for several years 
a combination varying little from the following, witb 
g00d success:

The silage is given first, followed by the grain on top 
and in the proportion of 1 lb. grain to each 3 lbs. of milk 
produced. The milk is added from the daily milk sheets 
and a number plate in front of each cow is marked with 
the amount of grain she is entitled to. We are inclined 
to believe that where unlimited quantities of good alfalfa 
hay are available that this feeding standard can be wide- 
ened possibly to 1 lb. grain to each 3% Ibs. milk. Some- 
where between these two points lies the greatest produc- 
tion of milk. Needless to say, silage cannot be fed in un- 
limited quantities where grain is used 1-3. About 25 Ibs. 
silage and 10-12 lbs. alfalfa is about all a 1,300-lb. Hol- 
stein in heavy production will eat when grain in 1 to 3 
ratio is given. 

Summer pasturage should be utilized to the fullest 
extent both for economy and health. We are making more 
and more use of sweet clover to supplement blue grass. 
Daily opportunity to exercise in the sun and open air 
Winter and Summer is essential to health and production 
over long periods. Stabling in hot weather in the day- 
time where the stables can be darkened to keep out flies 
is both merciful and good herd management from the 
standpoint of production.

Irwin Discusses Selective Registration 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Allow me to congratulate’ the 
World upon its issues during the last 
‘few months. Your reports of the big 
fairs and shows, covering America 
and Chili were most _ interesting. 
Your compiliations of 1,000-lb. cows, 
their sires and their breeders, com- 
plimentary as they were to Minne- 
sota, were especially interesting to us. 
Then the thought with which you 
designated and showed the “all Amer- 
ican,” so that we could see the good 
type that prevailed throughout the 
show circuits wes an inspiration. But 
the underlying idea that comes to me, 
as I note these summaries of achieve- 
ment, is the fact that members of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica have laid the foundation to make 
all of these accomplishments possible. 

It has been our simple form of reg- 
istration, just as easy as it possibly 
can be made, and yet dependable; our 
plain regulations for advanced regis- 
try; with just enough supervision by 
our agricultural colleges, to make the 
records authentic; our true type 
models by which one can take in at 
a glance the form of the animal to be 
developed for greatest production, 
constitution and beauty, that have 
made it possible for any farmer who 
gives particular thought or care to 
his cattle to breed to develop prize 
winners and world record producers. 

Two years ago the General Welfare 
Committee worked out a plan by 
which type might be combined with 
production and a type section added 
to our Advanced Registry division. 
This was carefully worked out but it 
was thought that it would involve 
some extra expense and _ possib!y 
work hardship upon some of the 
breeders, especially if the bulls were 
sealed, many of which had been 
selected more largely for proeducticn. 

Then it was questioned whether the 
cows and bulls could be uniformly 
scaled, so that justice would be done 
to every breeder who wished to enter 
cows in this division. Thus our Asso- 
ciation has continually progressed, 
and yet with caution. 

Recently the World has given us 
the very comprehensive report of 
Secretary Houghton and Director Mos- 
crip, who studied carefully the meth- 
ods evolved in Holland to register 
their cattle and insure, at the same 
time, a high standard of type and pro- 
duction. The numerous photographs 
were most interesting and showed the 
success with which their efforts have 
been rewarded. 

During the past year our Canadian 
neighbors have been scaling their 
bulls, working on the theory that if 
the bull is half the herd, they could 
most rapidly improve their herds by 
developing type with production in 
the “Herd Sire,” and they seem to 
be pleased with this effort. 

I may say that during the past two 
years experiments have been made by 
our Association in having official 
judges scale some of the prize winners 
at the larger shows, so that when we 
take a step forward to improve the 
type of our breed, it will be taken 


with assurance that we will accom- 
plish the desired results. 

The fact that the more careful 
selection of grade Holsteins has re- 
sulted in their showing up very favor- 
ably in comparison with some pure- 
bred herds show that it is high time 
for us to take a step in advance, if we 
wish to maintain our lead in the 
march of progress, and as Holstein 
breeders, we are confronted with the 
problem, “How shall we progress?” 
Shall we develop our own system to 
an even higher degree of perfection, 
or shall we try to adapt ourselves 
and our breed to some other system? 


My personal idea is that we should 
by some special classification, prefer- 
ably in connection with our advanced 
registration, designate the animals of 
our breed that are of superior type. 
This type classification should be 
based upon production and any 
breeder should be able to secure a 
competent official inspector to scale 
the cattle, that he might expect to 
qualify at a reasonable cost. 


They have been able to scale ani- 
mals with practical uniformity in 
Holland and Denmark, so that we 
should be able to do it here. One to 
three official inspectors, working 
under the supervision and direction of 
a Judge’s conference or “council” as 
it was termed by the Welfare Commit- 
tee, can surely acquire uniformity in 
scaling, if several inspectors work 
satisfactorily in Holland, and if the 
Holstein Association of America stood 
half the expense, any breeder could 
have all of his best cattle scaled, at 
an expense not to exceed the cost of 
a seven-day official test, especially 
if the director in charge would group 
the applications of breeders, to avoid 
unnecessary travel of the inspector. 


This system would not interfere 
with our present methods of registra- 
tion, but would educate our breeders 
so that they could discard their un- 
worthy animals, and if it seemed ad- 
visable, later on inspectors could as- 
sist in eliminating from registration 
inferior animals, without interfering 
with our records, or advertising how 
many animals are a discredit to their 
registration. 


If the lines of this super classifica- 
tion were drawn closely, we would be 
able to declare to the world the 
large number of superior animals in 
the United States, based upon rec- 
ords of production as well as type, 
and animals of this super class could 
be located through the advanced reg- 
istry office. 


The above plan could be called 
“selective registration”’—I like that 
name, and it would bring the privilege 
of this classification to every breeder 
who owned cattle that would qualify, 
whether he entered these cattle at 
shows or not. 

Our distances, in this country, are 
so much greater than in Denmark or 
Holland, representing as they do, only 
the areas of a few counties in one of our 
states, that I would think their plans, 
effectual as they are, would be dif- 
ficult of operation here, even in modi- 
fied form. Furthermore, should we 


begins to defer definite registration 
until animals are two years old, we 
would introduce an element of uncer. 
tainty that, I fear, would Seriously 
handicap our sales of young animals 
which are most desirable for export, 
since the young animals become more 
readily acclimated after the change 
of conditions. 


I am confident that the committee 
which is to present a plan, at our 
June convention, will present a goog 
one, and I believe the plans that haye 
been outlined in the World should be 
discussed freely, so that the delegates 
will know what action the individya} 
members wish them to take. My idea 
would be that, while locating ang 
classifying our extra good cattle, we 
will develop ability to pick out our 
undesirable animals, which with pres. 
ent grade and beef prices, we can 
discard freely and with material aq. 
vantage to ourselves and the breed.

Suggests Scoring Honor List Leaders 


Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 
From what I hear the scheme of 
scoring for type A. R. O. and A. R. 
S. O. cows does not seem to make 
much headway. The officers of our 
Association cannot be blamed if they 
recoil at the magnitude of the task. 
In view of the fact that it will be such 
a hugh undertaking to score all the 
animals that will be offered under 
any general scheme of scoring, and 
also because it will be largely experi- 
mental, why not try out the score 
system in a very limited manner. 


For example, when the Honor List 
is published, instead of awarding 
cash or other prizes have the ten cows 
holding the ten highest places for but- 
terfat in each class scored at the ex- 
pense of the Association. By having 
the scoring done by the nearest quali- 
field judge I do not believe the cost 
would be great as only about 560 
cows would be scored. The number 
of cows scored could be increased or 
decreased according to the amount of 
money available. I believe the cost 
of these experimental tests should be 
met by the funds of the Asociation 
because they are experimental and 
will probably need many changes be- 
fore it becomes workable for the 
whole breed. Later when the methods 
become more settled the breeders 
should bear the greater part of the 
expense. 


If the time ever comes when we 
can depend on the score of an animal 
for type as we can now depend on 
the A. R. records for production, @ 
great step in advance will have been 
made. As things are now the owner 
of cows doing well on test does not 
often care to expose them to the many 
risks of the show circuit. On the other 
hand cows that are being hustled 
from one show to another, and kept 
in that “butter ball” condition that 
seems to be so popular at present at 
the shows, are in no position to make 
worthwhile A. R. records. This is

Certainly, we 
would welcome larger use by the industry of this phase 
of possible service by the World. Particular attention is 
directed to the letters appearing in this issue. Let us 
have more of them, please. 


Factors in Successful Selling 


AROLD GULLIVER, in the current number of Coun- 
i try Life, discusses interestingly the subject of sell- 

ing pedigree dairy cattle. Among the important 
factors mentioned are the reputation of the herd for 
achievement along test, show and breeding lines and for 
health, and of the owner for truthful representation and 
fair dealing. It goes without saying, of course, the ani- 
mals offered must represent fair valuations. 

Regarding selling at public auction, he says: 


“In consigning females from your herd to a sale 
remember that they are going out to represent the herd 
in public. Therefore, not only send your very best 
but see that they are properly fitted. Here is where 
many fall by the wayside. Not more than 10 per cent 
of animals in consignment sales are properly fitted. 
Remember that buyers like well groomed animals. If 
you send your cattle poorly fitted you are placing them 
in unfair competition with the de luxe ones. It is like 
the hired girl competing with Peggy Joyce. You should 
begin fitting your animals at least two months before 
the sale. They must be taught to walk and pose. The 
buying public has little use for a heifer that prances 
about in the shavings, dragging the groom around the 
sales ring. 

‘At is it, there are altogether too many mediocre 
unfitted animals consigned to public vendues. Do not 
blame the sale manager or the auctioneer. They are 
doing their utmost to get the long price for your ani- 
mals. Your cooperation is necessary.” 


That is one of the reasons why Holstein sale prices 
have not been overly satisfactory in many cases during 
the past several years. Conditions have resulted in many 
breeders neglecting to give their animals the care and 
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growth they should have had, and with prices ruin 


there has been a tendency for breeders in making a 


signments to public sales to select from the “bottom” and 
put in the ones they have felt they could best afford to 
sacrifice on. Too many animals of poor quality and too 
many poorly fitted ones have contributed largely to the 
disappointing sale results so often reported. The Erick. 
son and Dutchland Sales of 1924 and the Brentwoog and 
National Sales of 1925 demonstrated that there has existeg 
right along a satisfactory market for quality animals 
properly fitted and adequately advertised. P 

Regarding the subject of advertising, Mr. Gulliver hag 
the following to say: 

“Advertising in high-class magazines has two pur- 

poses. One is to produce inquiries. The other ig to 
build good will and prestige for yourself and your her@ 
among the class of people who are potential purchasers 
of your good animals. To accomplish these two pur. 
poses effectively requires space enough to present an 
attractive illustration with a small amount of copy 
set in a good-sized, legible type. People will not read 
long-winded advertisements set in small, hard-to-reag 
type. One should also advertise continuously ... ,. 
In planning an advertising campaign, breeders should 
give first consideration to their breed publication. 4 
Breed publications perform the very valuable functions 
of (1) collecting and distributing news and pictures, 
(2) promoting the breed by stimulating interest among 
the old breeders, beginners and prospective buyers, 
and (3) serving as an advertising medium for the dis- 
posal of surplus breeding animals. Every breeder of any 
consequence should advertise, even if in a very small 
way, in his breed paper. Many breed papers are not 
getting the support they deserve from breeders.” 

Needless to say, we do not disapprove of this advice. 

What should the selling expense be for desirable breed- 
ing animals? We quote again from the article previously 
referred to: 

“At the outset it is necessary to make a statement 

so obvious that any one over sixteen, ought to know. 
And yet there are many men who either do not know 
it, or else do not realize it fully. It is simply this: It 
costs money to sell purebred dairy cattle. There is a 
selling charge on all kinds of goods. This charge on a 
percentage basis ranges from % per cent on staples in 
large iots (flour, sugar, etc.) to as much as 300 per cent 
in the case of luxuries—bric a brac, objects of art, and 
merchandise with a small demand, slow turnover and 
where a long line of credit is extended. And yet we 
have talked to otherwise intelligent men who expected 
to sell their surplus breeding animals by simply wait- 
ing for customers to come around. 

“The cost of selling fine pedigree dairy cattle ranges 
from 10 per cent to as high as 50 per cent. And there 
is no way of avoiding it unless you are willing practi- 
cally to give the animals away:” 

It is well occasionally to have an outside point of view 
on our problems. We feel that our friend Gulliver has 
well expressed some very important considerations in the 
problem of successful merchandising—considerations that 
are very timely right now as we are going into the most 
promising spring market we have had since the readjust- 
ment period got under way. 


Dairy Cattle, Selection, Feeding and Man-

HIS very practical work is intended for use not only 
T by vocational school students but also by dairy 

farmers. It covers the subject of selecting, feeding 
and caring for dairy cattle with unusual thoroughness 
and is based upon the approved and tested practice of suc- 
cessful dairymen as well as from the results of scientific 
investigations. The book is written in simple, direct, 
forceful style and for a single volume of this size contains 
an amazing amount of specific information on all phases 
of the subject. The authors’ work is supplemented at the 
end of each chapter with liberal references to other liter- 
ature on the subject. The value and pleasing appearance 
of the book is greatly augmented by a fine and liberal 
selection of illustrations. Prof. Yapp is associate profes- 
sor of dairy cattle in the College of Agriculture and Ex 
periment Station at the University of Illinois and is one 
of our best known judges of dairy cattle. Prof. Nevens 
is connected with the dairy cattle feeding department of 
the same institution. We are glad to recommend this 
book as a worthwhile addition to the literature on this

National Classification Changes Adopted 


N THIS issue is a report of changes in classification 
| recommended by the Classification Committee of the 

National Dairy Association, which met last week with 
representatives of the Eastern States Exposition, the Wa- 
terloo Cattle Congress and of the dairy breed associations. 

We believe the changes suggested will meet with very 
general approval from breeders. The so-called Advanced 
Registry class are done away with entirely and the recom- 
mendation is made that the awards in the individual 
classes When won by Advanced Registry cows should be 
substantially increased in recognition of that fact. The 
aged herd is eliminated likewise. It is also recommended 
that the prizes for the Get of Sire class be increased and 
important changes were made in the rules governing this 
class. We are glad to be able to report that the effort to 
limit entries under the Get of Sire classifications largely 
to mature animals was not approved by the committee. 
The rule adopted merely provides that both sexes must 
be represented and not more than two of the four ani- 
mals may be bulls. The arguments of those who were 
contending for a Get of Sire group made up largely of 
milking daughters of a sire were effectively met in the 
change made im the old class for Advanced Register bull 
to be shown with four of his A. R. daughters. This class 
was practically a dead letter, having had but two en- 
tries in the Holstein-Friesian breed during all the years 
it has been in existence. Under the new rule, the sire 
does not have to be shown with the four Advanced Reg- 
istry daughters and this will in effect constitute a second 
Get of Sire class for milking daughters. As constituted, 
this class takes on a new significance and will be one 
of the most important and interesting classes in the 
show. The two classes thus constituted for Get of Sire 
should meet the ideas of all breeders and the extent to 
which they are patronized by exhibitors will answer a 
question that has been much discussed in the past year. 
Personally we would have been as well pleased if they 
had left the present Get of Sire as it was and simply 
added the new class for A. R. daughters. 


Another change of far reaching effect is the rescinding 
of the requirement that heifers in the open classes must 
be bred by the exhibitor. This removes a hardship that 
has been the cause of some criticism in the past as it 
operated to restrict the market for young show animals, 
the new owners not being able to show them at the Na- 
tional. This rule kept away the Quebec Provincial herd 
from last year’s National and their coming might con- 
ceivably have changed the course of Holstein show his- 
tory quite materially. The incentive for showing animals 
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bred by exhibitor is furnished by a recommendation to 
increase the prize awards for such animals. 

The report does not state whether or not these new 
regulations are to be adopted by the Eastern States Ex- 
position and the Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress but we 
assume that all the members of the conference were in 
agreement on these details. We are glad to note that 
the committee has taken steps to call a more general 
conference of representatives of all of the leading dairy 
cattle shows to work for better standards of classifications 
as far as possible throughout. This will be welcome news 
to breeders contemplating extensive show circuits.

OR our cover illustration this week, we present the 
F first published picture of the famous 1,000-lb. fat 

producer and 1,200-lb. butter repeater, Cresmont 
Duchess Ormsby 463132. Always of interest, the publi- 
cation of this picture is of especial significance right now 
from the fact that Crestmont Duchess Ormsby is to be 
sold in Clark’s Holstein Classic next month and so far as 
the entries have been announced at this writing, she is 
the highest record cow for butter production in the sale. 
Her figures at 5 years were 1,271.77 lbs. butter, 27,138 lbs. 
milk, with an average test of 3.75% fat for the year. She 
missed qualifying for a ten months’ record in this lacta- 
tion by less than a month, freshening again at 6 years, 7 
months. This time she made a 7-day record of 34.60 lbs. 
butter and ran evenly through the year with 1,204.94 Ibs. 
butter, 27,107.5 lbs. milk. This young cow first came into 
prominence as a junior three-year-old when she made a 
ten months’ record of 18,243.1 Ibs. milk, 806.65 lbs. butter, 
which butter record was within a few pounds of the then 
existing world’s record in that class. She is an extremely 
well bred cow, being sired by King Pontiac Alcartra 
Wayne, a 32-lb. son of King Segis Pontiac Alcartra. Her 
sisters include the famous Pennslyvania champion, Paul- 
ine Mabel Maid, with a senior three-year-old record of 
32.76 lbs. butter, 753.7 lbs. milk in 7 days, and a full sister, 
Crestmont Ormsby Alcartra, has a yearly record of 1,030.4 
lbs. butter in 330 days. Her dam is a daughter of White 
Spofford Calamity Paul, famous as a sire of producers. 
The second dam is one of the highest record daughters of 
Pearl of the Dairy’s Joe De Kol and the third dam is a 29- 
lb. daughter of Duchess Ormsby Piebe Burke out of Piebe 
Queen, who is close to the foundation of the original 
Ormsby family. She was bred by H. C. Gates, Canton, 
Pennsylvania, who made ten months’ record, and her two 
sensational yearly records were both made by her present 
owners, Pinery Farms, Mentor, Ohio, who are consigning 
her to Clark’s Holstein Classic.

resulting in there being two classes of 
cows in our breed, certified producers 
and certified show ring winners, but 
hardly any that are both.

At last I 
put an adv. in the World that asked 
for a young bull with type, from a sire 
with type and from a dam with a 1,000- 
Ib. butter record or its equivalent 
for age. In answer to this adv. I re- 
ceived only two or three offers and 
not one of which came anywhere near 
My specifications. This is proof to 
me that the great need of our breeders 
iS a@ method of proving type in our 
producers while under test. 

I hope that a beginning will be made 
this coming year if only in a very 
small way.

Recognizing Proven Sires 

The Chautauqua (N. Y.) Holstein 
Breeders Association at its recent 
meeting adopted the following signifi- 
cant resolution, proposed by Mr. Benj. 
Pringle, Mayville, N. Y.: 

Whereas, It is conceded that one of 
the best means for raising the aver- 
age production of our cows is by use 
of sires of proven merit. 

Whereas, It is considerable trouble 
and expense to keep a sire to suf- 
ficient age to prove his merit. 

Therefore be it Resolved, We recom- 
mend that the sum of $25,000 be ap- 
propriated annually by our National 
Association to be paid for proving the 
merit of sires under the following 
rules: 

Rule 1. 60% of the registered liv- 
ing daughters over three years, six 
months of age, shall meet in 305- or 
365-day records these requirements: 





(a) A record made in class C shall 
equal or exceed the present re- 
quirements for Advanced Regis- 
try. 

(b) In class B one-sixth more than 
in class C. 

(c) In class A one-third more than 
in class C. 

Rule 2. No prize shall be granted 
to a _ sire having fewer than ten 
daughters meeting the requirements. 

Rule 3. The amount appropriated 
shall be divided equally; in no case 
shall more than $200 be given for the 
proving of one sire. 

Rule 4. The amount granted for 
the proving of one sire shall be di- 
vided pro rata among the owners of 
the daughters at the time the record 
was made. 

Rule 5. The sire must be living 
and in serviceable condition to secure 
the prize.

DELAWARE ASSOCIATION MEETS AT WINTERTHUR

lege, Pennsylvania. This calf was sired by Winterthur 
Bess Burke Best, famous son of Spring Brook Bess Burke 
2d, and was out of a 29-lb. four-year-old daughter of Sadie 
Vale King. 


Following lunch, the meeting listened to addresses oi 
unusual interest. Prof. Wing discussed suggested changes 
in the market milk plan. This was along the same line 
as the talk at the New York Breeders’ Association meet- 
ing in January, which was reported and commented upon 
in the World at that time. His suggestions were very 
well received by the Delaware breeders. Prof T. A. 
Baker, of the University of Delaware, also had a live sub- 
ject in his discussion of “Transmission of Butterfat Per- 
centage in Holstein Cattle.” Prof. Baker has been con- 
ducting very extensive research on this subject, listing 
all of the sires with ten or more daughters tested in the 
long-time division, arranging them by the average test of 
all of their daughters. His figures showed that there was 
a variation of as much as 1% butterfat difference in the 
tests of all of the daughters of the highest and lowest 
testing groups. Prof. Baker’s conclusions were that there 
was but very little encouragement to be offered in the way 
of breeding Holsteins for higher butterfat percentages. We

KOL DEAD 


Nooksack Lunde Oregon De Kol is 
the sixth greatest milk producing cow 
that éver lived, all breeds and all 
ages included. 

In her ability to transmit her own 
good size, type, quality, color mark- 
ings and persistent production, she 
also ranks among the great cows of 
all breeds and all time. 


It is of particular interest to note 
that her dam had two daughters and 
that both of these daughters produced 
over 32,000 pounds of milk in a year. 

Size, quality and remarkable veins 
marked Nooksack Lunde Oregon De 
Kol before one knew her name, her 
breeding or her record, and because 
she illustrates the main factors to be 
looked for in selecting a great produc- 
ing and transmitting foundation cow, 
it will be well for the reader to re- 
member these. 

When you find a healthy cow, with 
a perfect calving record, weighing 
1,700 pounds or more and with a qual- 
ity of hide that reminds you of thin 
silk, and milk veins bulging and twist- 
ing like a big snake along the abdo- 
men, you can usually depend upon it 
that you have found a greet producer. 
If the dam of this cow has a good year 
record and has transmitted this char- 
acteristic to all her daughters, you 
can usually depend upon it that your 
great producer will also be a great 
reproducer. 

Nooksack Lunde Oregon De Kol 
Was born October 28, 1915. She was 
sired by King Lunde Oregon of Nook- 
sack and out of Empress White Rose 
De Kol. 

Freshening at the age of exactly 24 
months she produced 16,048.20 pounds 
of milk containing 656.62 pounds of 
butter. Her next freshening was at 
the age of 2 years when in ten months 
she produced 17,775.2 pounds of milk 
containing 708.40 pounds of butter, 
carrying a calf 166 days of this period. 


At 4 years of age she made her first 
1,000-pound record, producing 25,613.2 
rounds of miik containing 1,039.40 
rounds of butter. 

She proved to be a greater and 
greater producer at each freshening, 
milking heavily and producing persist- 
ently day after day and week after 
v.eek, it was decided to fit her and run 
her on year test again as a 7-year- 
old cow, so when she freshened at the 
age of 7 years 11 months and 9 days, 
she was carried on year test. Then 
she made her great record of 34,510.9 
pounds of milk containing 1,360 
rounds of butter, giving her a place 
among the 30 greatest butter  pro- 
ducers of the world, and putting her 
among the six great milk producers 
of all time. 

It will be seen from the above that 
she has made four year records aver- 
aging 23,494 pounds of milk and 941.4 
pounds of butter. 

Nooksack Lunde Orgeon De Kol has 
two daughters very much like her in 
every way, and proving to be quite 
the same in producing power. One of 
these has made 22,036 pounds of milk 
containing 902.31 pounds of butter as 
a four-year-old, and the other 21,061.2 
pounds of milk containing 851.63 
pounds of butter in a year as a junior 
2-yeat-old. 

The similarity in conformation and 
color markings does not stop with her 
offspring either, but carries on through 
her offspring as well, and there can 
be little doubt that her producing 
power will likewise carry through an- 
other generation. 

Empress White Rose De Kol, the 
dam of Nooksack Lunde Oregon De 
Kol, had little or no oportunity in 
yearly official work.' However, at the 
age of 7% years she was carried on 
ten months’ test when she showed her 
power by producing 21,265 pounds of 
milk containing 845 pounds of butter, 
one of the good records of that time 
in the ten months’ division. As men- 
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tioned above, she too had two daugh-: 
ters, and both of these made great 
year records. 


On October 7, 1923, Nooksack Lunde 
Oregon De Kol dropped a bull calf 
sired by Matador Segis Walker. This 
bull proved to be another duplicate of 
Nooksack Lunde Oregon De Kol her- 
self in straight topline and color 
markings. This is the only animal 
sired by Matador and from old Nook- 
sack, and Carnation Farms held it in 
their own herd. For more than a year 
Mr. W. G. Davidson, Manager of the 
Brentwood Sale, has been urging 
Carnation to consign this bull to one 
of his sales, and they have finally 
consented to do so. This bull, Mata> 
dor Segis Walker 14th, will be sold at 
the 1926 Brentwood Sale, on May 6th 
end 7th, at Abington, Pennsylvania. - 


Nooksack Lunde Oregon De Kol fell 
from an embankment on October 31, 
1925. When found, she was still alive 
but had dislocated her hip and thigh 
joints and broken her peivic arch. 
She seemed to be suffering greatly 
and was killed. 


1925 witnessed the death of Carna 
tion’s two. greatest milk and butter 
producers, Segis Pietertje Prospect 
and Nooksack Lunde Oregon De Kol. 
These two cows produced more milk 
in a year at Carnation Milk Farms 
than any two cows have ever pro- 
duced in the same length of time. 
Their combined production for one 
year was 72,904.98 pounds. The aver- 
age year production of these two 
cows, 36,452 pounds, exceeds the year 
record of any other cow except Segis 
Pietertje Prospect herself.

PUREBRED LIVESTOCK PRICES 
TREND UPWARD 


A definitely upward trend in prices 
of purebred livestock during the past 
year compared with the three preced- 
ing years is reported by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, as shown in pre- 
liminary tabulations of a nation-wide 
survey. 

Reports on sale prices of purebred 
livestock have been obtained from ap- 
proximately 15,000 breeders in alt 
parts of the country. Detailed results 
of the survey will be released by the 
department as rapidly as completed. 

Separate reports will be issued on 
each of five breeds of hogs, three 
breeds of beef cattle, four breeds of 
dairy cattle. two breeds of dual-pur- 
pose cattle and two breeds of sheep. 
Summary reports will cover cattle, 
hogs and sheep. 

Both the summary reports and the 
individual breed reports will be segre- 
gated on the basis of sex and age 
and will show average prices for each 
group. The reports will include both 
private and auction sales with separ- 
ate totals and prices for each.—U. S. 
Dept. of Agr.

Agreeing that certain classes in the 
lists of fairs and expositions are ob- 
solete or of doubtful value, it was 
decided to take steps to bring about a 
revision of dairy cattle prize lists and 
secure needed uniformity in rules re- 
garding eligibility and showing.

Most important changes made in 
the National Dairy Exposition prize 
list were the eliminaticn of the classes 
for advanced registry and register of 
merit cows, record cows shown with 
two of their progeny and the exhibit- 
or’s herd. Another important change 
was to rescind the requirement that 
heifers in the open classes must be 
bred by the exhibitor, and the breed- 
er’s young herd class was changed to 
require that females only must be 
bred by the exhibitor. The require- 


bull with four of his A. R. daughters 
was changed to require the showing 
of the four females only, to be known 
as the “Proven Sire Class.” 

Recommendation was made to the 
Finance Committee of the Association 
that all awards won by A. R. cows in 
the single classes be increased sub- 
stantially, preferably by 50 per cent, 
if possible, and that a suitable scale 
of increased prizes be offered in all 
single classes for winnings on ani- 
mals bred by the exhibitor. It was 
also recommended that recognition by 
medal or diploma be given to the 
breeders of the grand champion bull, 
grand champion cow and sire of the 
first prize get of sire in each breed.

BELL FARM = — 
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When Your Heifer Freshens, Before and 
After 


By E. A. GAUNTT, Ass’t Dairy Specialist 


Spring is the natural time for calv- 
ing and some of you may have ani- 
mals due to freshen in the near fu- 
ture. A cow should be dry at least 
six weeks in order to build up her 
body for another year’s hard work. 
If she has milked heavily during the 
past year, she has experienced a 
heavy strain. Still further demands 
are now being made in bringing to 
birth a strong and well-developed calf. 
Thus it is necessary to feed a liberal 
amount of grain during the dry pe- 
riod. A good mixture ‘is as follows: 

100 Ibs. oil meal 

100 lbs. ground oats 

100 lbs. wheat bran 

100 lbs. corn meal 

6 lbs. fine charcoal 
4 lbs. salt 

_ This ration is not too high in pro- 
tein and is light, laxative, palatable 
and easily digested. Starting with 3 
or 4 pounds a day after drying her 
off, the amount should be increased 
lintil she is receiving all she will clean 
up: twice a day. This amount should 
he. continued until about two weeks 
before freshening. Be careful not to 
overfeed. At the first indication of 
lack of appetite skip one feeding en- 
tirely and reduce the amount until 
her appetite returns. Two weeks be- 
fore calving place her in a box stall 
and add 100 pounds of wheat bran in 
place of the corn meal in the ration. 
Reduce the amount fed to one-half. 
A day or two before calving reduce the 
roughage and feed no concentrates 
except a bran mash. If the cow is 
not in a laxative condition, a pound 


of Epsom salts or a quart of linseed 
oil will do much to prevent trouble at 
calving time. This lessens the dan- 
ger of udder trouble, including milk 
fever. It is best to avoid milking a 
cow before calving, if possible. Milk 
fever can be avoided by not milking 


the udder dry for some days after 
calving. 
Immediately after freshening give 


the cow warm water to drink, as chill- 
ing is likely to cause a caked udder. 
Nothing is better for treatment of this 
than hot water and plenty of rubbing. 
Any good, greasy ointment is good, 
but it is the rubbing and heat that 
cures the trouble. Feed a warm bran 
mash and no concentrates the first 
day. Then if the udder is not badly 
caked, start feeding a small amount of 
grain’ and increase gradually, taking 
two weeks to get her on full feed. 
Leave the calf with the cow at least 
24 hours and it may be left for three 
days or until the milk is good. The 
calf should then be taught to drink.

A REMEDY FOR LICE 


During the winter months when the 
stock stands in the barn most of the 
time, you are likely to find lice on 
your animal no matter what her age 
may be. It is rather impractical to 
use a wash during cold weather, yet 
lice retard the growth of young stock 
and reduce the milk flow of mature 
animals. Powdered sabadilla seed 
may be purchased at anv drug store. 
This should be thoroughly dusted on 
the animal. Blanket for three hours 
and then give the animal a thorough 
grooming, preferably outside of the 


cow stable. Repeat the application 
within two weeks. In the meantime, 
see that your stall or barn is thor- 


oughly cleaned.

placing the Jersey champion, Killingly 
Torono Lass, whose production was 
816.877 lbs. butter, 14.268 lbs. milk. 
The figures for Steilacoom Prilly 
Ormsby Blossom are 23,250.1 Ibs. milk 
containing 932.97 lbs. fat, or equiva- 
lent to 1,166.21 lbs. butter on the 80 
per cent basis. She carried a calf 
219 days of the test, thus freshening 
about a month inside the limit to 
qualify for this month. : 

This great performance which not 
only ranks as first for fat in her class 
but second for milk with better than 
a four percent test, is the second 
highest fat record ever made by a 
cow of any age or breed in this di- 
vision. It is not, however, her first 
bid for fame as she is also the cham- 
pion 7-day producer in her class for 
fat production with a record of 32.69 
Ibs. fat (40.87 lbs. butter) from 645.7 
Ibs. milk at three years five months. 
She is the only 7-day champion that 
has continued on through to a world’s 
record in one of the long-time divi- 
sions. 

At her first freshening at the age 
of 2 years, 2 months, she started off 
with a 7-day record of 25.75 lbs. but- 
ter, 460.6 Ibs. milk, and in 365 days 
is credited with 23,987 lbs. milk con- 
taining 866.04 "bs. fat (1,082.55 Ibs. 
butter). This vearly record for both 
milk and fat won first place in the 
Honor Lists for the year 1924-25. Her 
two long-time records made in junior 
two- and junior three-year-old form 
average 1,124.38 lbs. butter, which is 
a higher average than any other heif- 
er of her age has ever made in two 
lactations in these classes. This is 
in spite of the fact that the figures in- 
clude one record of only 305 days. Her 
two 7-day records at the same ages 
average 33.31 lbs. butter, which like- 
wise constitutes a world’s record av- 
erage for 7-day butter production for 
two records at these. ages. 

The pedigree of this sensational 
producer is of interest. Her sire, Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Blossom, is out of 
Cascade Blossom, former world’s 
champion milk producer in the ten 
months’ division, and sired by Sir 
Korndyke Ormsby Piebe, famous sire 
of world’s champions, he being by Sir 
Korndyke Hengerveld De Kol 36th 
and out of one of the high record 
daughters of Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes. Her dam, Mercedes Prilly 
of Donnybrook, has a 7-day record 
of 32.96 lbs. butter, 566.9 lbs. milk in 
7 days. She is a daughter of Sir 
Colantha Prilly, one of the famous 
sires of the northwest, he being out 
of a granddaughter of Prilly and sired 
by Dutchland Colantha Sir Change- 
ling, a son of Colantha Johanna Lad 
and the foundation cow, Changeling. 
There is, therefore, much in the pedi- 


gree of Steilacoom Prilly Ormsby 
Blossom to account for her superla- 
tive ability as a producer. She was 
bred by T. W. Lawler, Tacoma, Wash., 
but has been developed by her pres- 
ent owners, Western State Hospital, 
Ft. Steilacoom, Wash. 





K P O P 50th IN CLARK’S CLASSIC

CULLED COWS SOLD AT AUCTION 


The problem of disposing of the 
culled dairy cows profitably has been 
solved by the Farm Bureau Market- 
ing Association which has been hold- 
ing auction sales for cows and calves 
in Kings County. This farmers’ co- 
operative association which has been 
successfully selling hogs for the past 
seven years in seven San Joaquin 
Valley counties has now added cows 
and calves starting with Kings County 
as an experiment. 

The first sale was held in Hanford, 
December 21 and two cows and nine 
calves were quickly disposed of at 
prices well above the best prices the 
farmers had been able to secure pre- 
vious. At the last sale in Hanford 
thirty-six calves, thirteen cows and 
one bull were sold as. well as 1il 
hogs. Calves for which the farmer 
had been offered ten and twelve dol- 
lars by other buyers brought $19 at 
the sale. One culled cow brought $77 
at the Hanford sale. 


Sales are now being held at Han- 
ford, Corcoran and Tulare once a 
month and it is planned to extend the 
service to Kern, Fresno, Madera, Mer- 
ced and Stanislaus counties. 


The low prices obtainable for culled 
cows has had a serious detrimental 
effect upon dairy improvement Pro 
grams and dairymen have hesitated 
to cull their herds because of the im- 
mediate financial loss. However, 
with this marketing service available 
to the Farm Bureau members addi

FARMERS SHOULD’ CONSIDER 
ALTERNATIVE CROP PRO- 
DUCTION 


Farmers are urged by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture that in planning 
crop production this year they con- 
sider the alternative crops that may 
be grown profitably. This advice ap- 
plies to each of the principal money 
crops, and particularly to cotton, 
where “talk of reduced acreage,” the 
department says in its March report 
on the agricultural situation, “should 
comprehend alternative crops that can 
be planted at greater profit. 


“Presumably,” the department adds, 
“the present price of potatoes will 
stimulate an increase in acreage. If 
such an increase goes much beyond 10 
per cent, growers may regret it. The 
tendency after a season of very high 
potato prices is to seriously overdo 
the acreage. In the case of spring 
wheat, the tendency will probably be 
to increase or at least maintain the 
last acreage—the same being likely, 
incidentally, in Canada. We have 
about 4 per cent more hard winter 
wheat in the ground than last year 
and it seems to have wintered well.” 

Discussing the major feed crops, 
the situation with regard to such 
crops is “fundamentally different.” the 
department says. “Corn, oats, and 
hay are all low in price. But from the 
standpoint of agriculture as a whole, 
an abundance of feed crops is perhaps 
more to.be desired this year than at 
any time in the last six years. It is 
hardly to be expected that acreage of 
these crops will be increased this 
spring, for their prices are too dis- 
couraging. On the other hand, feed- 
ing demand will probably be fully as 
great as last season. In general, the 
question is: How can the residual! 
crop land on many farms be better 
employed this year than for feed 
stuffs, even if it results in building up 
some farm reserves thereof? 


“A substantial back-log in the pres: 
ent situation,” the department points 
out, “is the relatively strong position 
of the livestock industries. The total 
animal inventory of the country has 
finally been brought fairly well into 
line with peacetime requirements. 
Frices of livestock products have 
moved upward. In fact, the evidence 
indicates that hog producers are now 
making considerable effort to increase 
production and that many cattlemen 
in the range territory have begun to 
bid for cows. But the animal indus- 
tries, broadly speaking, appear to be 
on good, solid ground for the year 
ahead. In this general situation it 
seems not unreasonable to expect that 
good policy will still aim to keep the 
production of feed crops up to the 
point of abundant supplies and cash 
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crops down to the point of profitable 
prices.” 

The department’s general index of 
purchasing power of farm products, in 
terms of non-agricultural comodities, 
continues at 87, at which point it has 
stood for the past four months.

The first daughters of Pontiac Ong 
De Kol 314638, herd sire at the Ionia 
State Hospital, are making an excel. 
lent showing. Pontiac Ona De Koj 
was bred at Pontiac State Hospital 
and is a son of Sir Clothilde (Con. 
cordia, a bull of Ona breeding with 
four daughters above 900 Ibs. butter 
and 20,000 Ibs. milk in a year. His 
dam is a 24-lb. cow with a record of 
907.6 Ibs. butter and 22.088 lbs. milk 
in 365 days as a Junior three-year-old, 
She is a sister to the former world’s 
record heifer, Pontiac Irene, both be- 
ing sired by Beets Walker. Seven 
daughters of Pontiac Ona De Kol have 
completed lactation periods and made 
Cow ‘Testing Association records. 
These heifers freshened at ages rang- 
ing from one year 11 months to 2? 
years 6 months and averaged 12,401.9 
Ibs. milk and 365.3 Ibs. butter fat. 
Three of them produced from 15,092 
to 15,939 lbs. milk and from 433.2 to 
441.3 lbs. butter fat. One made 12.021 
lbs. milk and 405.3 Ibs. fat and an- 
other 11,855 Ibs. milk and 339.6 Ibs. 
butter fat. Two of these heifers were 
milked twice a day only throughout 
the lactation period and the other five 
were milked three times daily for the 
six months and twice a day for the 
balance of the time. This is a re- 
markably good showing for a bunch 
of seven first calf heifers from one 
sire and shows that they were bred 
for production. This herd has shown 
a remarkable improvement in produc- 
tion during the past two vears. Dur- 
ing the calendar year 1923 the herd 
of 57 cows averaged 7,985 Ibs. milk 
and 302.3 lbs. butter. During the past 
12 months this herd, numbering 48 
cows and heifers, produced 517,789 
Ibs. milk and 20,776 lbs. butter accord- 
ing to C. T. A. figures, an average of 
10,787 lbs. milk and 432.8 Ibs. butter 
per cow. Some of this increase in 
production may be attributed to the 
fact that some of the lowest producers 
have been removed, but the principal 
factor is that of better care and feed- 
ing, and credit for this should go to 
Joe Cook, the herdsman in charge.

A KINDERGARTNER AND A _ 32- 
LB. 3-YEAR-OLD 


“Well, it really was good, I sup- 
pose, When you consider that I never 
tested a cow before nor even ever was 
around when anyone was testing.” So 
spake Glen Clarkson of Brown City, 
commenting on the*record he has just 
finished on “Hagandale Pontiac K. 
Sylvia 794559"—a record of 32.581 
pounds of butter in a week from 618.1 
pounds of milk, average test 4.2%. 
Many a breeder of Holsteins who 
tests annually for a lifetime fails to 
bring out as good a record as Clark- 
son has developed on his very first 
try. 

tet that makes the record itself 
more valuable is that the cow was 
only 3 years, 9 months and 25 days old 
when she freshened—just a heifer 
with her second calf. Of interest too 
is the normal way in which the cow 
was handled. As far as quarters were 
concerned the barn is very ordinary. 
A little extra room was found through 
the courtesy of the only other purebred 
cow in the herd, who at Clarkson’s 
suggestion gave up her stanchion next 
to Sylvia. For feed there was no 
soaked molassesed beet pulp, no 
sliced beets—just all the good alfalfa 
hay and silage that she cared for and 
for grain Michigan Farm Bureau 
Milkmaker, fed in sensible proportion 
to milk flow. 

“She made it easy,” said Clarkson, 
“didn’t seem to trouble her a bit. She 
never frets anyway. I'll show you 
how calm she takes life.” So he hal- 
tered Sylvia and led her outdoors for 
inspection. She did indeed reveal a 
pacific nature, posing wherever her 
young master halted her. Even when 
County Agricultural Agent John D. 
Martin and J. G. Hays, Secretary of 
the Michigan Holstein Association, 
pranced around her with professional 
interest, feeling her hide for quality, 
examining milk veins and udder, she 
showed no skittishness. She is one 
of those good natured bossies that 
make good companions. 

A sweet disposition is not all of 
Sylvia’s attributes, however. Martin 
and Hays vouch for the fact that she 
is a good individual showing plenty 
of capacity and mammary develop- 
ment. 

The tester, Van Camp of the local 
Cow Testing Association, happened to 
be testing there at the time of the 
writer’s visit. This brought to mind 
the fact that the Clarkson herd stood 
second in Michigan this last year with 
over 2,000 herds considered. Accord- 
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ing to the Dairy Department of the 
State College his herd averaged in 
production, 13,057 pounds of milk, 
651.68 pounds of butter. 

Sylvia did her youthful share in 
establishing this remarkable aver- 
age. Freshening for the first time as 
a two-year-old, she made in ten 
months 12,225 pounds of milk, prac- 
tically 570 pounds of butter, with 
3.72% test. This yield made on twice 
a day milking under farm conditions 
shows that Sylvia is not a seven-day 
sprinter but a year around producer. 

All the interest of the visitor to the 
Clarkson farm can not be confined to 
the dairy herd—there is a young wife 
as enthused over good dairy cows as 
is Clarkson, and there are four little 
sons, not very talkative to strangers, 
but decidedly on the job of helping 
Dad. 

So Sylvia, perhaps, made her fine 
record to show her appreciation of 
good pals.

Announcement of the Dispersal of 
the Holstein herd at Antrim Farms, 
near Syracuse, N. Y., Tuesday, March 
23d. has appeared in previous issues 
of this publication. The owner, C. L. 
Amos. has an extensive coal business 
in Svracuse which takes a large part 
of his time. and as his farm superin- 
tendent is returning to his old home 
in Switzerland. the herd is to be dis- 
persed. 

It was at the Mover National Sale 
at Philadelphia in 1919 that Mr. Amos 
put his herd on the Holstein map in 
a national way by joining with John 
Arfmann in the purchase of Sir Aag- 
gie Mead De Kol. paving $11.000. He 
was widely advertised at that time as 
the greatest long distance bred bull in 
the world, having a really wonderful 
combination of 1,000-lb. breeding. All 
seven of his nearest dams are 1,000- 
lb. cows. His own dam has two 1,000- 
lb. record and four that average over 
1,000 Ibs. His second dam has two 
1.000-Ib. records. including a strictly 
official record of over 1,200 Ibs. His 
sire’s dam also has two 1,000-Ib. rec- 
ords including a strictly official record 
above 1,300 Ibs. A full sister to his 
dam made a 1,.300-lb. record, came 
back with World’s Records in Class 
C. (two-time milking) and has four 
records averaging over 1,000 Ibs. He 
is a full brother in blood to the fa- 
mous “Prince Aaggie”’ and to the bull 
that the A. W. Morris & Sons Corp., is 
consigning to the 1926 Brentwood 
Sale. 

This great bull was given heavy 
service in the Amos herd until his 
death a short time ago, since which 
he has been succeeded by a son and a 
grandson, both from high record and 
richly bred dams. Both these herd 
sires will be included in the Antrim 
Farms Dispersal, along with some 
twenty cows that are fresh or spring- 
ing and many other good young cows 
and heifers. The herd today consists 
of some sixty head, and has been fully 
accredited for the past four years. 
The blood of Sir Aaggie Mead De Kol 
will be found in a large number of the 
present herd, including ten daughters 
and thirty granddaughters.

Making Records in the Northland 


By C. M. LONG 


Two world’s records, three records 
over 30,000 lbs., five records averaging 
over a thousand pounds of fat, one of 
which is 1,135, twenty-five records, on 
every mature cow. tested, averaging 
over 1.000 lbs. butter, twenty 7-day 
records of 30 lbs. or more and one up 
to 36 lbs., with a herd average of 600 
Ibs. fat and more than 17,500 lbs. milk 
on thirty cows is the achievement in 
six years of the modest and unassum- 
ing Joe Berg, herdsman and manager 
of the Spaulding herd at Warren, 
Minn. 

This phenomenal achivement was 
made with very ordinary equipment 
and in a climate that many times went 
thirty degrees below or lower. The 
barns are just the ordinary barns 
found in Minnesota, in fact, they do 
not quite average up to those of the 
purebred men of the state. The cows 
made their records standing in the 
regular stanchion. 

Mamsell Johanna made 1,317 lbs. 
butter and 31,515 lbs. milk, which gave 
her the world’s four-year-old record in 
production. She is a big, fine type 
cow from which Mr. Spaulding hopes 
to get a herd bull, which he says he 
would not sell for $20,000. 

Another world’s record was held in 
the two-year-old class until just re- 
cently by Queen Bessie Pietertj: 


Ormsby, out of an 1,100-lb. dam. She- 


made 1,119 Ibs. butter. She is now on 
test again and has an unreported rec- 
ord of 1,100 Ibs. butter in nine months 
at four years old. This is at world’s 
record clip. 

Joe Berg would not want to claim 
all the credit for these great records, 
even if he did do the feeding and the 
milking of the cow. Some credit must 
be given to Mr. Spaulding for select- 


ing good foundation material and good 
herd sires. Eight of his first herd 
were sired by North Star Johanna De 
Kol 2d. Three of these made 1,000 
lbs., one above 1,100 lbs., and all made 
above 900 lbs. His first herd bull was 
King Watson Segis Pontiac, son of 
King Segis Pontiac Count. He lost 
this bull early. He then purchased a 
son of “Sir Piet’ whose dam had a 
19-lb. 7-day record. He then bought 
the dam and Joe put a record of 1,155 
Ibs. butter, 27,500 lbs. milk on her un- 
der most adverse circumstances. This 
buli left him Queen Bessie Pietertje 
Crmsby, mentioned above, another 
1,055-lb. daughter and a third has just 
made a 30-lb. record. Most of the 
young stuff in the herd is by this bull. 

His present herd sire is a stylish 
son of Creator out of a 1,140-lb. daugh- 
ter of Pabst Golden Rod. 

This herd certainly typifies what 
can be done under practical conditions 
with the right kind of breeding and 
care. Regardless of the breeding of 
the cattle, we cannot give too much 
credit to careful, hard working men 
like Joe Berg.

DAIRY EXPORTS INCREASE 


Washington, March 8—American ex- 
ports of dairy products and eggs last 
year were valued at $12,476,896, an 
increase of $346,010 over the year be- 
fore, while imports rose from $37,102,- 
445, to $37,816,588. The figures, com- 
piled by the Commerce Department, 
showed a marked reduction in exports 
of butter, eggs and egg products, 
while cheese more than doubled 1924 
exports. Imports of butter dropped 
more than 12,000,000 pounds, while 
imports of cheese, milk, cream, eggs 
and egg products increased.

This 
herd is composed of thirty grade and 
purebred Holstein cows and they have 
maintained an average of 40 lbs. fat.

The well known herd at 
Hollywood Farm, Hollywood, Wash, 
was a close second for the month of 
January. The high cow for January, 
however, was a member of this herd, 
this being Hollywood Marcella Segis 
with 75.5 lbs. fat, 2,157 lbs. milk.

A purebred Holstein in the W. T.

COOPERATIVE MARKETING IN 
ILLINOIS 


Quincy, Ill., Feb. 24—What coopera- 
tive marketing can and cannot be ex- 
pected to accomplish was told here 
today by A. D. Lynch, director of the 
dairy marketing department of the 
Illinois Agricultural Association, be- 
fore the annual meeting of the Illinois 
Farmers’ Institute. 

The TIllinois Agricultural Associa- 
tion’s experience in cooperative mar- 
keting has been along the line of 
“practical research,” Lynch _ said. 
During the association’s ten years of 
life, cooperative handling of farm 
products in [Illinois has grown until 
in 1925 nearly $200,000,000 worth were 
handled by the farmers’ own organiza- 
tions, a record which proves, he de- 
clared, that farmers are capable of 
taking over some of the distribution 
features of their business as well as 
producing. 


“Failures among farmers coopera- 
tive business organizations is much 
less than among proprietary con- 
cerns,” he declared. 

Well defined policies have grown up 
among the five marketing specialists 
of the Illinois Agricultural Associa- 
tion during this time, Lynch pointed 
out. These he summarized as follows: 


1. Agricultural cooperation awakens 
farmers to the necessity of under- 
standing marketing problems as an 
essential step toward their improve- 
ment.

It gives farmers infor 
about market processes and canine 
them to keep in touch with market 
conditions so that production May be 
more nearly kept in harmony With 
market demand. 


3. It gives the farmer a greater Col- 
lective bargaining power in the 
market. 

4. It puts the farmer on a parity 
with those who buy his product when 
the farmer has a better knowledge of 
the conditions of supply and demand 

5. It aids in the dissemination of 
crop and market news, in the estap. 
lishment of grades and in better pack. 
ing and handling practices which haye 
resulted in benefits to the consumer 
as well as to the farmer. 

6. It aids in bringing about more 
efficient production and offers the 
most helpful approach to the problem 
of reducing marketing costs. 

The following “opinions’”’ about eo- 
operative marketing are held by the 
Illinois Agricultural Association, 
Lynch said. 

1. Sound cooperation is beneficial 
and should be encouraged wherever 
the conditions of citizenship and busi- 
ness make it possible for it to succeed, 

2. That it is possible through scien, 
tific research and action to develop a 
stronger and more efficient system of 
handling agricultural products. 

3. That the cooperative marketing 
agencies existing are essential and 
are performing a valuable service. 

4. That there should be better 
understanding between those actively 
engaged in the agricultural, industrial, 
commercial and financial interests in 
the State of Illinois. 

5. That the success of cooperation 
is dependent upon the action of farm- 
ers, themselves. It is necessary that 
the farmer feels the organization was 
formed by him and not for him. 

The cooperative marketing division 
of the Illinois Agricultural Association 
has five departments — Livestock, 
Dairy, Poultry and Eggs, Fruits and 
Vegetables, and Grain—all of which 
render an advisory marketing service 
through the Farm Bureaus to the 
membership in the state. The farm- 
ers in Illinois are giving more atten- 
tion than ever to the problems of 
marketing and in each of these major 
commodities are establishing coopera- 
tive enterprises for the more efficient 
handling of their products.

DAIRY COW HAS FINANCED 

FARMERS WHEN MOST 
NEEDED 

Farmers realized nearly as much 
from dairy cows during 1925 as from 
their corn and wheat crops com- 
pined, according to figures issued by 
the National Dairy Council, Chicago. 

According to careful estimates 
pased on investigation, the farm value 
of all dairy products for the year 1925, 
is $2,700.000,000. This is only about 
$200,000,000, less than the total farm 
value of wheat and corn. The 
government estimate of the combined 
farm value of the latter being $2,904,- 
269,000. 

“But the important fact,” states M. 
D. Munn, President of the National 
Dairy Council, “is that American 
farmers have marketed their dairy 
products cay by day throughout the 
year without any accumulated surplus 
on their hands and have thus received 
funds with which they have been able 
to live and help finance their other 
farm operations, while they still have 
much of their corn and wheat on hand. 

“This vast sum of nearly two and 
three-fourths billions has financed di- 
yersified farming in this country and 
relieved agriculture from what would 
otherwise have been insurmountable 
difficulties, especially in view of the 
accumulated surplus of grains to- 
gether with the low prices that now 
prevail. In addition to the cash re- 
turn to the farmer through the dairy 
cow he has also been supplied with 
dairy products for his own family use, 
which have materially assisted in re- 
ducing living expenses.” 





COUNTY FAIRS RAISING STAND- 
ARDS 

The precautions used by county fair 
officials to safeguard the health of 
livestock exhibits are described in a 
notice received by the United States 
Tepartment of Agriculture from the 
San Joaquin County Fair Association 
of California. Through the influence 
of a Federal inspector stationed in the 
county, the fair was the first on the 
Pacific coast to require that all cattle 
six months of age be_ tuberculin 
tested and that a certificate accom- 
pany the entry. Fair officials also have 
adopted a rule that all hogs exhibited 
must be immunized against cholera. 
This year the association is seriously 
considering a requirement that all 
livestock, especially sheep, shall be 
free from external parasites. These 
Trogressive steps have received fav- 
orable comment by Federal livestock 
Cfficials. The fair’s premium lists 
also contain short educational articles 
‘on better livestock and disease con- 
rol.
